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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


We deeply regret the death of our friend and colleague 
Morrison Reed. His sudden collapse seemed so out of character for 
such a deliberate man. He brought to the Board a quiet sense of 


humor, a. generous willingness to give time and effort to the 
affairs of the Town, and a long and valued perspective on the life 
and times of Randolph, having lived here all of his life. We miss 
his presence.

DUMP CLOSURE PROGRESS REPORT 

Phase I, the hydrageologic study, has been completed. The 
locations of the monitoring wells was approved by the Waste 
Management Division, and the wells have been drilled. Samples of 
water from the wells will now be examined to provide data for 
Phase II, designing the plan for permanent closure. Phase III is 
the the final closure. 


INSURANCE COSTS 

The overrun of $7,735 for insurance, while correct from an 
accountant’s view, is not the real overrun, since refunds for 
bills paid twice, and a refund still to be received, reduce the 
actual cost of insurance. The real cost of insurance is shown in 
the Details of Town Accounts. 


We are not certain that present insurance is what the Town 
needs. We will continue to examine our needs in the light of 
sharply increasing premiums. 


PROFESSIONAL AUDIT 

The firm of Francis Dineen, a Lancaster CFA, was selected ta 
perform the audit. Their report recommends the Town hire an 
administrative assistant/town accountant, leaving the treasurer ta 
function as the "watch dog" over the Selectmen and the accountant. 
From the Board’s point of view, the present arrangement, in 
which Iris Holden serves as Secretary for the Board and as Trea- 
surer, is a great improvement over separation of the two roles. 


The report recommended better security for computer records. 
Based on the results of this audit, the Board does not 


believe another audit is required until aur way of doing business 
changes. 
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TRASH RECYCLING 

The Recycling Committee has devoted a substantial amount of 
time to a thorough study of what is to become for all of us a new 
way of handling household trash. Their report deserves your 
attention. 


SALES-ASSESSMENT RATIO 

Each year we report to the Department of Revenue Administra- 
tion the assessed value of each property sold through “arm’s 
length sales". The Department than computes an averaged ratio of 
assessed value divided by sales price. The current ratio is .54. 
This means that, on the average, Randolph property is selling for 
twice the assessed value.

ARTICLE 35 ‘CABLE TELEVISION 

Warner Cable Communications Inc. of Berlin has requested a 
Nonexclusive Franchise Agreement to provide cable television for a 
period of 15 years, with the possibility of renewal. The Town will 
reserve the right to add a franchise fee to the monthly fee, on 
the grounds that cable service enhances property values. The fee, 
if any, would be set by Tawn meeting.

ARTICLE 36 OVERLAY 

Article #24 in the 1988 Warrant called for a $10, 000 
increase in our cash balance each year for five years. The Board 
supposed that this could be achieved by deliberately under- 
reporting revenue. This turns out to be contrary to accepted 
practise. Instead, the Department of Revenue Administration 
increased the Overlay to the maximum allowable, and will for twa 
more years, if requested to do so. (The Overlay is a sum added ta 
the amount to be raised by taxes. Its primary purpose is to caver 
tax abatements.) As a result, our deficit improved from $46, 289 to 
$29,283. However, much of our assets are unpaid taxes, so we must 
continue to issue tax anticipation notes.

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RANDOLPH PLANNING BOARD 


In 1988 the Planning Board approved a three-lot subdivision for John 
Colarusso. 


Action on the major subdivision of Raycrest South, the remainder of 
the Gemmiti property, has been suspended due to the suit, "Raycrest, 
Inc. versus the Town of Randolph," which was brought by the Gemmitis in 
March 1988. 


There have been several changes in Planning Board personnel during 
the past year. The Board was saddened by the death of its Selectman 
member, Morrison Reed. And the Board has accepted with regret the 
resignation of Board member William Woodward and Secretary Iris Holden. 
David Willcox has been appointed to fill Mr. Woodward’s place until Town 
Meeting 1989 and Doris (Dodie) Will¢ox has given many hours as a 
volunteer secretary, for which the Board is very grateful. 


The Land Use Ordinance, adopted at the 1988 Town Meeting, has been in 
effect for a year. During this time the Selectmen have received 25 
applications for building permits. Twenty permits were approved directly 
by the Selectmen; five were referred to the Board of Adjustment, and of 
these, four applicants have received the variances for which they asked. 


During the year, several areas where the Land Use Ordinance could be 
improved have been identified. The Planning Board therefore is proposing 
ten amendments to the Ordinance for vote by ballot at the 1989 Town 
Meeting. 


Following the procedures outlined in New Hampshire law, RSA 675:3, 
these amendments are based on input from a public informational meeting 
held in November. The amendments were posted in two public places ten 
days before a Public Hearing held on January 3rd, 1989. The final form 
on the amendments was approved at the regular Planning Board meeting of 
February 7, 1989. 


Two amendments remove some restrictions on Home Occupations; another 
adds Membership Recreational Clubs as a use permitted by Special 
Exception. 


Other amendments permit the Selectmen to issue building permits for 
additions and alterations to non-conforming structures and to issue 
permits for the replacement of destroyed non-conforming structures. 
These replacements may be of any size provided that they do not increase 
the degree of non-conformity. 


A non-conforming use which has been discontinued may be resumed at 
any time. 
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Minor projections to a building, such as porches or bay windows, may 
project up to 20 feet from a rear or side lot line. 


Houses may be built on any degree of slope. 


The above amendments , if adopted, should greatly reduce the need to 
obtain variances from the Board of Adjustment. 


In addition, the reference to a High Intensity Soil Survey has been 
dropped from the lot size regulation and the wording of the section on 
the duties of the Board of Adjustment has been clarified. 


The full text of these proposed amendments and an explanation of the 
voting procedure for the 1989 Town Meeting has been sent to all regis- 
tered voters. 


The Planning Board holds regular meetings on the first Tuesday in 
each month at 7:30 p.m. in the Town Hall. The public is welcome at al] 
meetings.

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BOARD OF ADJUSTMENT 


The Randolph Board of Adjustment was appointed by the 
Selectmen under RSA 673:3 in April 1988, following the approval by 
Town Meeting of the Land Use Regulations. 


The purpose of this Board is to hear appeals from admin- 
istrative decisions; to grant applications for special exception 
uses if certain safequards such as adequate parling are provided; 
and to consider variances from specific land use regulations if, 
owing to special conditions, unnecessary hardship would result. 
Any regulation of the Land Use Ordinance may be appealed to this 
Board. Application forms are available from the clerk. 


During the calendar year 1988 the Board granted two 
variances and denied one. Additionally, three appeals from the 
Seclectmens’ denials of building permits were granted. A special 
exception request which was heard in December will be decided at 
the January meeting.

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FIRE DEPARTMENT REPORT 


The year of 1988, altogether relatively normal in Randolph, 


wasn’t quite so for our neighbors in Jefferson. I think the worst 
part was the feeling of frustration and helplessness at not being 


able to stop the insanity. On the other hand, our close proximity 
has made us realize our own vulnerability, and a lot more smoke 
detectors and fire extinguishers are located throughout our town 
than ever before. 


I think this is a good time to define what the Fire Dept. 
is, and isn’t. 


We are not equipped with a fire truck, and we cannot handle 
any substantial building fire. However, every department member 
has at least a 10 pound chemical extinguisher which really works 
well on chimney fires. Our town being a community where most 
people have to work outside of town causes us to depend consider- 
ably on Gorham’s Fire Dept. 


We are, when home, available at a moment’s notice. Spread 
through town as we are, we can reach a fire in a matter of a few 
minutes. Three of us have had a 10@ hour training course and can 
guide the others in proper response procedure. Our whole thought 
and purpose is to help ourselves when we can, and save taxpayers’ 
money where possible. The last chimney fire I responded to was put 
out within 12 minutes of being called and cost $190 to recharge the 
extinguisher. If Gorham had responded it would have cost at least 
$250. 

Monetary consideration is no the bottom line, however. Real 
estate being ever increasingly expensive today, so if there is any 
question of severity then by all means Gorham should be called. 


The Dept. ’s chimney cleaning brushes are being used 
frequently. They can be reserved by calling me at any time.

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RECYCLING STUDY COMMITTEE 


In the March '88 Town Meeting, Randolph voters authorized their 
Selectmen to "appoint a committee to explore the feasibility of 
recycling some of our trash". Since then, our Committee has met 
8 times in addition to 5 meetings with the Selectmen. Giving 
further impetus to the project, the N.H. Legislature passed in 
June RSA 149M mandating that, by October 1, 1989, all towns will 
submit 20 year solid waste management plans including recycling. 


For removal of 182 tons of solid waste in 1988, we spent 
Sr 20d consisting of $12,090 trucking to American Waste 
Systems, $6932 tipping and $260 weighing charges to SANCO. Both 
operate in Bethlehem. In November, SANCO gave us a one time drop 
off opportunity at their site for household toxic wastes. 


To gain experience and to raise community awareness of source 
separation of recyclable materials while taking advantage of an 
existing local market, our Committee enlisted the help of 
Randolph's 4-H Mountaineers to set up and operate a recycling 
project for aluminum cans. So far, the work of 4H members and 
parents has earned $141 for the club's treasury, removed 400 
pounds from Randolph's waste disposal burden and reduced the 
number of cans visible on our roadsides. 


Not yet successful, however, have been efforts to recycle 
newspaper. Even though this material accounts for a major 
portion of our waste disposal costs, the actual volume produced 
in our town is not sufficient to exploit distant markets. There 
is no local market at this time. We expect to make progress with 
this and other materials in cooperation with other towns in our 
Androscoggin Valley Solid Waste Management District, which is 
one of 36 such districts in the State. (Upon recommendation of 
this committee, Randolph has’ shifted its membership from the 
Lancaster Solid Waste Management District.) Based in Berlin, our 
District also includes the towns of Gorham, Shelburne, Milan, 
Dummer and Stark. Currently, the District is working with N.H. 
Resource Recovery Association (of which Randolph is a member) to 
determine how best to launch a recycling program. 


Meanwhile, SANCO, our present waste removal contractor, is 
interested in recycling as a means of extending the life of 
their landfill. In a December 7 meeting with our Selectmen and 
members of our committee, SANCO officials promised us a proposal 
for an integrated solid waste disposal program with curbside 
collection of certain recyclables. 


Until we have enough information, from SANCO and ANDROSCOGGIN 
VALLEY WASTE MANAGEMENT DISTRICT, to make specific 
recomendations about solid waste management including recycling, 
we suggest the following actions to reduce Randolph's waste 
disposal costs: : 
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i SUPPORT OUR 4H MOUNTAINEERS BY DELIVERING YOUR ALL 
ALUMINUM CANS TO OUR COLLECTION SITES: TOWN HALL; GRAND VIEW 
MOTEL; PARKER'S. (Use a magnet to screen out steel based "tin" 
cans). 


2% COMPOST: LEAVES; YARD WASTE; FOOD WASTE (except 
meat); WOOD ASHES. You will avoid fertilizer cost. 


3. SEPARATE, LABEL AND STORE (away from children and 
pets) LOX EC MATERIALS (OIL BASED PAINTS; VARNISH; WOOD 
PRESERVATIVES; SOLVENTS; POLISHES; CLEANERS; INSECTICIDES; 
CHEMICALS; OUTDATED MEDICINES. 


4. When shopping, SELECT PRODUCTS MADE FROM OR PACKAGED 
IN RECYCLED MATERIALS. Many stationery items now are printed on 
recycled paper and are so labeled. Groceries packaged in 
recycled cardboard are becoming more common. Recycled paper 
packages are grey in color on the inside.

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REPORT OF DISTRICT NURSE 
Jan. 1, 1988 - Dec. 31, 1988 


The past year has been a productive one. Our agency was receptive to 
all referrals in addition to case findings. 


Keeping with the agency's philosophy, the clients in need were cared 
for regardless of the conditions of reimbursement. 


The following percentages are the reimbursement figures for the 1,283 
skilled nursing visits made. 


Medicare 28% 
VA/Pvt. Ins. 83% 
Medicaid 6% 
BC/BS 23 
Pvt. payment 193% 
No charge 37% 


Six Randolph clients were visited for skilled nursing, totalling one hundred 
twenty-seven visits. 


Skilled nursing visits are those made to homebound clients who need to 
have treatments which demand special nursing skills the client is unable to 
perform - e.g. having blood drawn for blood tests, wound irrigations, check- 
ing a client's lungs, etc. 


Other skilled services include occupational and physical therapy avail- 
able through contractual arrangement. 


Clinics are another component of our services. These include monthly 
immunization clinics, preschool dental screening and preschool vision & 
hearing screening. Monthly blood pressure readings are held at Birch Grove. 
In addition, the agency is a resource for other health services. 


Because of the reimbursement mechanism of our national health care, 
better known as DRG (disease related groups), the health care delivery has 
had a direct impact on community health agencies. We have become*the home 
care giver during the client's recuperation period. Our agency follows the 
national trend, becoming more involved with treatments that were previously 
managed in acute health care facilities. 


As 'there's no place like home', we, the staff, are especially attuned 
to providing the care the client needs , in the home.

ANNUAL REPORT 


North Country Council observed its sixteenth year of successful 
operation in 1988. The Council, chartered under NH RSA 36:45, 
provides non-profit local and regional! planning assistance to 
member municipalities. The Board of Directors determined that 
last year's work program would focus on community planning, 
economic development, solid waste, transportation and housing. 
The Council maintains four standing committees which monitor lo- 
cal issues and determine Council policy. Overall, the Council's 
major objective is to work with North Country towns in solving 
locai and regional problems. 


In RANDOLPH, the Council assisted the Planning Board in finaliz- 
ing the Land Use Ordinance, researched planning-related questions 
and provided advice to the Zoning Board of Adjustment. NCC staff 
amsoeuvordinated ‘the planning efforts*’of the Upper 
Grafton/Lancaster Area Solid Waste District, assisted with the 
Town's transfer to the Androscoggin Valley Solid Waste District 
and developed a recycling plan for the District in cooperation 
with the New Hampshire Resource Recovery Association. 


Community planning assistance continues to dominate our staff 
resources. New state mandates and rapid residentia! and commer- 
Cial growth throughout the region placed an increasing burden on 
local planning and zoning boards in 1988. Regional workshops, 
technical bulletins and newsletters, ordinance review and update, 
as well as review of specific subdivision and site plan applica- 
tions are a sampling of the myriad services performed this year 
for our membership. The Council also co-sponsored the popular 
Municipal Law Lecture Series which reviewed new case law and 
other specific areas of legal interest to local officials. 


In addition, grant writing and grant administration continue as 
important components of the Council's work program. Currently, 
NCC staff members are working in twelve towns administering fif- 
teen Community Development Block Grant programs. These projects 
include feasibility studies for local infrastructure needs, water 
and sewer construction projects and targeted housing rehabilita- 
tion programs for income eligible residents. 


In summary, it is important to understand that the North Country 
Council is organized and administered for the benefit of its con- 
stituents, local town governments. Our future success is, in 
large part, contingent upon your participation in Council ac- 
tivities. We rely on and appreciate involvement of town offi- 
Ccials and residents and look forward to assisting your town this 
coming year. 
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REPORT OF TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


Between July 1987 and June 1988, we experienced more fires than normal. The 
three leading causes of forest fires were again children, fires kindled 
without written permission of a Forest Fire Warden, and debris burning. All 


causes are preventable, but only with your help. 


Please help our town and state forest fire officials with forest fire 
prevention. Contact your Forest Fire Warden for more information. Q 


Enforcement of a state timber harvest regulation is the responsibility of 
State Forestry officials. Our state has excellent timber harvest regulations; 
however, your assistance is needed. 


If you know of a logging operation and suspect a state timber harvest law may 
be violated, call your Forest Fire Warden, Concord Forest Protection 
Headquarters at (603) 271-2217, or local Forest Ranger. 


On January 1, 1989, the Deceptive Forestry Business Practices Law (RSA 224:54) 
goes into effect. This law, in summary, states that a person is guilty of a 
misdemeanor if, in the course of buying or selling a forest product, he uses a 
false weight or measure for falsely determining any quality or quantity of a 
forest product. For more information, contact one of the persons mentioned 
above.

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REPORT 
OF 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Citizens of the Randolph School District: 


Yes, the voters of the Randolph School District will be given the 
opportunity to decide if they wish to purchase a new school bus as well 
as double run the morning bus route. The present bus is a 1984 forty-eight 
passenger vehicle which will have approximately 53,000 miles in June 
of this year. At the present time it carries anywhere from 37 to 42 
students at any given time. Next year we anticipate 62 students in the 
community, far in excess of the capacity of the school bus. Obviously 
something has to give! We either double run our routes or we purchase 
a new bus. Both options will cost money to accomplish. The decision 
is yours. 


At the Annual Meeting the school board will share with you the 
results of a survey it will have undertaken and completed. The results 
of the survey should assist you in making your decision and should 
reflect the wishes and desires of the voters of the community. 


S.A.U. Budget & Services 


The School Administrative Unit No. 20 budget has increased for 
1989-90 for one reason. The S.A.U. Board recommended the addition of a 
Director of Special Services. This added approximately $2,000.00 to 
Randolph's share for 1989-90. This cost, were it not charged as part 
of the S.A.U. budget, would have been added as part of tuition in 1990-91. 


Why add the services of a Director of Special Services? Well over 
six years ago it was determined that the number of children and the 
difficulty of special education cases necessitated that more attention 
be given to this area of our services. Over the next six years the 
problem was not addressed, not until the fall of 1988 when Gorham took 
the initiative and hired someone. 


Special education, throughout the nation as well as New Hampshire, 
is the most specialized and litigious service area in public education. 
For those reasons alone it requires that we give special education 
services a great deal of attention. Not only must we provide specialized 
and quality services to children, children who deserve the best, but we 
must be certain that we provide those services according to a strict set 
of rules and regulations. With 100+ pages of specialized rules & 
procedures to be followed it is critical that someone be on top of each 
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case at all times. For 1989-90 we hope to have that someone in place.

Study 


The Gorham School District has proposed that a study be undertaken 
to take a look at area population trends well into the 90's. The study 
is to include Randolph and Shelburne as well as Gorham so that a complete 
picture can be had of the number of school aged children who will need to 
be accommodated in the future. 


In addition to and to complement the population study an architectural 
study will be undertaken to determine building needs to meet the increased 
population expected to be in Gorham's classrooms when the 90's arrive. 

Also to be addressed in the study will be renovation needs, safety codes, 
asbestos, and accessibility for the handicapped. You could well ask, 
"Why all of this now?" My answer is a rather simple one. We can not 
wait until the problem is with us before we act. We need to plan ahead 
for the 2lst century and what it will bring. The future is too important 
for us to sit back and wait for something to happen. 


Summary

school board and for the educational needs of your children.
